When to Plant 


Shade Trees, Shrubs, and Fruit Trees, when 
handled with bare roots, are best planted in the 
fall after we have had sufficient frost to kill 
the foliage or in the spring when dormant. 

Evergreens, Shade Trees and Shrubs, when 
dug Balled and Burlapped (B&B), may be 
planted almost any time during the year if you 
can give them proper attention such as water- ( 
ing, cultivating and mulching. -  » 

Asparagus and Small Fruits may be planted ie) J 
in the fall if there is sufficient moisture and i 
your soil is in good condition, otherwise plant 
in early spring.

The borer which hibernates right below the ground line and frequently girdles the & 
trunk should be removed annually. A new chemical, Paradichlorobenzine (PDB) may § 
be used to control this pest.
